The possibility of a big voter 
turnout which might help the 
GOP also could be discouraged 
by the weather — a cold front 
moving eastward with rain and 
snow in the Northeast and Mid­ 
west, and thunderstorms, over­ 
cast skies and ram in the South 
Going into the election, Dem 
ocrats held 248 House seats and 
the Republicans 187, with 218 
needed for control In the Sen 
ate. the Democrats held a 58-42 
edge with 51 required to take 
charge. All the House seats and 
34 Senate seats are up 
The Democrats hold 32 of the 
50 governorships with 35 of the 
statehouses at stake in the elec­ 
tion. 
President Ford capped a 
month of hectic and highly par­ 
tisan cam.paigm.ng in 20 sates 
with an appeal for a big turnout 
at the polls, but even he seemed 


unlikely to lift the voter apathy 
which threatened the GOP1 with 
defeat. Only the sue of the 
setback seemed in doubt

Kansas. 


They also had a strong shot 
at taking one or more of the 
seats being vacated by retiring 
senators in Utah, Florida. Ver­ 
mont and New Hampshire 
The Republicans’ best hopes 
of picking up Democratic seats 
were considered to be in Indi­ 
ana where Sen Birch Bayh is 
in a close fight with Indianapo­

ROME (UPI) — Secretary’ of 
State Henry Kissinger met with 
Pope Paul VI during a whirl­ 
wind tour of Rome today and 
left by air for the Middle East 
in an effort to promote peace 
between the Arabs and Israelis, 
and the Turks and Greeks. 
Kissinger, looking tired from 
what his wife Nancy said was a 
night of only two hours’ sleep, 
left for Cairo in a driving 
late afternoon rainstorm. 
As he was leaving. Commu­ 
nist youths staged a large anti-

“It is 
clear that we must meet the 
food needs that this entails But 
it is equally clear that popula­ 
tion cannot continue to indefi­ 
nitely double ever}’ generation. 
“ We are convinced that the 
world faces a challenge new in 
its severity, its pervasiveness 
and its global dimensions. Our 
minimum objective of the next 
quarter century 
must be to 
more than double food produc­ 
tion and to' improve its quali­ 
ty.”

agreed today to proceed 
with a tax increase elec­ 
tion next March despite 
a new law which would 
permit use of general 
county funds to finance 
expanded 
bus 
service 
without an election. 
The new law, which caught 
transit board members by sur­ 
prise today, authorizes the 
board of supervisors to contrib­ 
ute “ public funds, materials, 
property and services . . . for 
the purpose of improving public 
transportation within the coun­ 
ty." 
The law, listed as the last 
item on the board's agenda, 
was introduced this year by- 
Sen. W. Craig Biddle, R-River- 
side, and signed into law Sept. 
18 by the governor. 
It prompted director Gary T. 
Giacomini to urge the board to 
reconsider its action taken only 
minutes earlier to set the tax 
rate election for March 4. 
‘ This wipes out the major 
argument in favor of the elec­ 
tion," Giacomini told his col­ 
leagues on the board, which is 
made up of five county supervi­ 
sors and two city councilmen. 
(Mill Valley Councilman Rob­ 
ert E Burton and San Rafael 
Councilman Jack G. Nixon 
were absent.) 
Giacom.ini said the new law 
undermines the argument that 
the transit district is limited by 
law to a tax rate of 5 cents per 
>100 assessed valuation. 
He noted that the county’s 
general tax rate of $2.38 can be 
.n,creased, without a vote of the 
leople to $2.89. 
Thus, he said, it would be 
unnecessary to ask voters to 
increase the transit tax rate by 
20 cents when that amount can 
come from the general tax rate. 
Giacomini received no sup­ 
port for his proposal, with di­ 
rector Arnold M. Baptiste sum­ 
ming up the board’s position 
that “transit should stand on its 
own feet.” 
Baptiste said voters should 
decide whether to expand the 
bus system, which under the 
ballot measure would increase 
the number of local buses from

ROME (AP) — A group of 
youths today stormed the Rome 
office of the Honeywell elec­ 
tronic firm, beat up a woman 
employee and hurled a Molotov 
cocktail, setting the place afire 
it was the fourth attack 
against an American target in 
four days. It came while thou­ 
sands of leftist students 
marched in downtown Rome to 
protest against the visit here of 
U.S. Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger 
At least four persons were 
injured 
in today's 
attack. 
Flames engulfed the Honeywell 
offices on the second floor of a 
modern building Employees 
leaned out of windows and 
screamed for help.

— Armed 
police patrolled Patna, capital 
of caste-ndden Bihar State, to 
put down any outbreak of vio­ 
lence today during a general 
strike called by one of the most 
powerful opposition leaders in 
India in years 
Jaraprakash Narayan, 72 a 
disciple of the late Mohandas 
Gandhi and leader of India’s 
i n d e pe n d e nee 
m o v e m en! 
against the British in 1947, 
caled, the strike to protest the 
arrest of 'more than 3,000 of his 
supporters. 
Most, of the stops and busi­ 
ness establishments in Patna,, 
still, ruled by the country’s her­ 
editary class system, closed but 
city traffic was reported nor­ 
mal, according to newsmen.

TAIPEI (UPI) — Chairman Mao Tse-tung spent 
the last two months in seclusion in central China 
plotting to install his wife as his successor, 
Nationalist China intelligence offi­ 
cials said today. 
The intelligence officers said Mao 
plans to purge the government of a 
number of key officials in an at- 
tempt to pave the way for his 
radical wife Chiang Ching to take 
V C f l f 
over as his uncontested heir. 
The 81-year-old Mao spent two 
months at East Lake in 
central 
Mao 
China, then moved to Mount Yueh 
Lou at Changsha, capital of Hunan province, in 
October. Officials said he is still there. 
M ilitary intelligence reports from China 
showed Mao has tried to rally the support of 
central China elements who often defied the 
Peking authorities. 
The officials said their reports failed to disclose 
when or in what form the new government purge 
might take. 
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The 50 men are accused of 
rebelling against the armed 
forces leadership, abolishing 
constitutional 
provisions, and 
arbitrarily arresting govern­ 
ment members and thousands 
of dissidents during the coup 
staged on the night of April 21, 
1967.

MOSCOW (AP) - A Lithuani­ 
an sailor who tried to defect to 
an American ship four years 
ago but was returned to a 
Russian ship captain was re­ 
ported to have left today for the

A U.S. embassy spokesman 
said "no comment” when asked 
to confirm the report from a 
friend of Simas Kudirka that 
the former sailor had left. The 
embassy would be involved be­ 
cause Congress made Kudirka 
an Amencan citizen after it 
was discovered that his mother 
was boro, 'in Brooklyn. 
Kudirka was freed, from a 
'soviet prison last August. He 
had 'been serving a 10-year 
treason sentence for jumping 
aboard a U.S. Coast Guard 
cutter at sea. 'in November 1.970. 


IRA Admission

lawed Irish. Republican Army 
today .officially claimed for the 
first time' that it was responsi­ 
ble for most of the bomb at­ 
tacks in England, during the 
past year.

Cresente was rushed to Chil­ 
ton Memorial Hospital m near­ 
by Pompton Plains but died at 
10:32 p.m., about two hours 
after he was shot.

The Israelis surrounded the 
village, searched Mayor Aref 
Salman's house, blew up the 
one-story building and kidnaped 
Salman and his son Ali before 
withdrawing, the newsmen 
said. 


The 
Israeli 
military com­ 
mand did not mention helicop­ 
ters but said Israeli troops blew 
up a house used by Palestinian 
guerrillas and returned with the 
two men. It said the two were 
undergoing questioning as sus­ 
pected guerrilla collaborators. 


The flare up in military activ­ 
ity 
against 
the 
Palestinians 
came as Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger prepared to 
return to the Middle East to­ 
night to try to pick up where he 
left off. He flies first to Cairo 
from Rome where he discussed 
Jerusalem and the Middle East 
with Pope Paul VI. He visits 
Saudi Arabia and Jordan to­ 
morrow and Syria and Israel 
Thursday. He was expected to 
discuss the effects of the Arab 
summit on peace in the Middle 
East. 


Prime Minister Yitzhak Ra­ 
bin prepared the Israeli govern­ 
ment’s response to the Arab 
summit conference at Rabat 
which charged the Palestine 
Liberation Organization with 
responsibility for setting up a 
Palestinian state on any area of 
the West Bank of Jordan given 
up by Israel. 


Rabin said yesterday that Is­ 
rael still has not ruled out 
negotiations with Jordan’s King 
Hussein over Israel’s possible 
return of the occupied West 
Bank region. 
But King Hussein, in an inter­ 
view with the New York Times, 
said Jordan would rewrite its 
constitution soon and reorgan­ 
ize the cabinet and parliament 
to remove representatives of 
the Palestinians living in the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank.

Nixon Takes First Walk 
Since Brush With Death 


LONG 
BEACH 
(UPl) 
- 
Former president Richard Nix­ 
on yesterday took his first steps 
since his close brush with death 
almost a week ago. 
Doctors said the few assisted 
steps around the hospital room 
were an indication of gradual 
improvement from Nixon’s 
lapse into shock after the op­ 
eration to implant a clip to 
block a blood clot from moving 
from his leg to his lungs 


Dr 
John Lungren, Nixon's 
personal physician, said there 
was still some danger of com­ 
plications arising, but the form­ 
er president’s condition was 
being carefully monitored. 


Nixon was encouraged to 
cough and breathe deeply to 
help break up a deposit of fluid 
in his lungs. 
The lung congestion is com­ 
mon in patients who have to be 
on their backs for a long time 
after an operation, and could 
lead to pneumonia. 
Hospital spokesman Norm 
Nager said, however, that the 
61-year-old Nixon was not con­ 
sidered threatened by pneu­ 
monia although "it is one of the 
considerations 
that must be 
taken into account.” 


A medical statement Sunday 
revealed that Nixon was being 
treated with an inhalation ma­ 
chine for 10 minutes every four 
hours to help fight the conges­ 
tion. 
Lungren said Nixon’s vital 
signs continued to be stable and 
be was still on the “sub-inten­ 
sive” care list. 
Nixon was removed from the 
critical list Sunday and began a 
diet of soft foods. Previously he 
was fed intravenously 
In another statement, Lun- 
gren said pharmacists on the 
staff at Long Beach Memcrial 
Hospital were using a special 
computer at the Medical Col­ 
lege of Virginia to determine 
how Nixon responds to the anti­ 
coagulant drug coumadin. 
Nixon entered the hospital for 
the second time Oct. 23 for 
further tests to check on his 
phlebitis. A venogram prompt­ 
ed doctors to order surgery to 
block the passage of the clot 
lodged in the upper thigh. 
Nixon’s wife Pat and daugh­ 
ters Julie Eisenhower and Tri­ 
da Cox have been constant 
visitors at the former Presi­ 
dent’s bedside. President Ford 
paid a surprise visit to the 
hospital last Friday. 


WASHINGTON ÍUPD - Unit­ 
ed Mine Workers officials today 
walked, out on what coal mine 
executives called the best con­ 
tract offer “in, any major indus­ 
try” — almost assuring a, strike 
next Tuesday that could cripple 
industry and cause electric 
shortages 'this winter. 
No further talks were set and 
prospecto' were dim. that a 
strike could be avoided. 
Government and'banking ex­ 
perts agree that if 'the union 
strikes when 'the current, coo- 
tract expires, it. could severely 
curtail utilities and other key 
industries and put as many as 
one million 'persons out of work, 
The contract covers 120,000 
miners in 25 states who produce 
70 per cent of the nation's coal. 
Union president Arnold Miller 
led the way out of negotiations 
early today after talks had re­ 
sumed last night at the urging 
of government negotiators. 
“I’m going home and go to 
bed,” Miller said on bis way out 
of the Washington hotel where 
negotiations resumed at 9 pm 
Monday night at the urging of 
William J. Usery Jr., director 
of the Federal Mediation and 
Conciliation Service. 
"With this contract proposal, 
they’ve declared a strike in the 
coal fields,” said Miller of the 
offer from the Bituminous Coal 
Ope r at or s 
Association. 
“There’s not sufficient time for 
ratification (by Nov. 12) and the

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FOREIGN EDITOR OBSERVES l-J 
Disarmament Top Topic 
For Readers In Europe 


By JEFF GREER 
Watergate probably is less 
important to the aware Europe­ 
an reader than disarmament or 
detente, an editor of a leading 
Slovakian newspaper told the 
Independent-Journa! yesterday. 


But I think every newspa­ 
perman is proud” of the Water­ 
gate coverage “ because it 
shows what the newspapers can 
do,” said Michal Stasz of Bra­ 
tislava. 


He is foreign news editor and 
commentator for the Nove Slo- 
vo, a weekly in-depth opinion 
paper printed for nationwide 
distribution in his country. 
Stasz will be observing the I-J’s 
news gathering and publishing 
operations through Nov. 15, as 
one of 22 foreign newsmen 
brought to the United States 
under a U.S. State Department 
program. 


He began his tour on the 
other side of the country, as 
observer — and reporter — on 
the Atlanta Constitution. He 
covered' crimes, interviewed of­ 
ficials including, 'Georgia’s gov­ 
ernor and sat in, on candidates’ 
press conferences on the East, 
Coast before coming to Marin. 


His newspaper in Bratislava 
began publication as an under­ 
ground paper in September 1944 
when Czechoslovakia was in 
revolt against Nazi occupation. 
Stasz explained. It now has 
about 55.000 subscribers “ most­ 
ly among the Slovak intelligent­ 
sia, the university students and 
the like,” he said. 


The weekly’s name means 
“new word.” and it attempts to 
publish opinions and correlate 
facts somewhat like the Nation­ 
al Observer in the U.S., Stasz 
said,., 


'The tabloid runs 20 to 24 
pages weekly, with sections on 
the national economy, culture, 
politics and foreign affairs — 
concentrating mainly on Cen­ 
tral Europe or on actions of 
other nations as they affect his 
country, the newsman said. 


Czechoslovakia has had no 
censorship 
“ since 
it 
was 
banned in 1967 . . . we can 
publish anything if we can find 
a publisher,” he said. 


But when it comes to political 
controversy, he said, 
“ we 
usually clear our position with 
a government official before 
printing.” 


His paper’s publisher subsi­ 
dizes the Nove Slovo — which 
carries few advertisements — 
with income from, other dailies 
and 
books produced by the 
same firm. 


The opinion weekly has an 
editorial and. writing staff rf 
about 18 'persons, Stasz must 
read extensively to glean for­ 
eign news and opinions from 
other papers in West Germany, 
Switzerland, France and all the 
Socialist European bloc, the

Calley Asks 
For New Judge 


NEW 
ORLEANS (UPD - 
Former Army Lt. William Cal­ 
ley. in prison indefinitely by- 
order of Chief Judge John R. 
Brown of the 5th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals, yesterday 
said he does not want Brown to 
consider an appeal of his case. 
A U.S. 
District Court re­ 
versed Galley’s conviction on 
charges of murdering 22 South 
Vietnamese civilians and or­ 
dered him released from pris­ 
on, but the Army appealed that 
decision and Brown signed an 
order Sept. 26 keepmg Calley in 
prison pending a final settlment 
of the case. 
J. Houston Gordon, Galley’s 
chief attorney, said that Brown 
disposed of one Calley appeal in 
an earlier hearing without fully 
reviewing all the available evi­ 
dence, that Brown's former law 
clerk was counsel for the Army 
.against. 
Calley, 
and 
that 
Brown’s original order keeping 
Calley in jail, was only to have 
lasted 72 hours instead of indef­ 
initely. 
“ For these reasons, counsel 
repectfully suggests the remov­ 
al of Chief Judge John R. 
Brown from further considera­ 
tion of this case,” Gordon said. 


“ it’s a large country witii rich 
resources” where his country­ 
men are supplying technical 
help for development. 
Covering stories abroad, he 
relies less on official sources 
than on his own observations,

He reported that he 
was forced to use interpreters 
in Vietnam, because he speaks 
neither French nor Vietnamese.

Stasz, now 39, studied engi­ 
neering in a university, as his 
father wished, but began part- 
time work for a newspaper 
while still in school. He said 
that few of his colleagues have 
formal journalism educations, 
“ most studied social sciences, 
and other things.” 
Stasz is married and has two 
young daughters. An average 
family in his country- is less 
beset by inflation than here, he 
said, 'because of strict wage and 
price controls, but such things 
as a tax tosed on the number' of 
miles 'driven a year make life 
difficult, for a newsman. 
There is no 'unemployment. In 
fact, there are 55,000 unfilled 
jobs and workers are imported 
to keep the industries rolling, 
he said. 
His observations of American 
working newsmen have given 
him the impression that “ they 
don’t lie, but they sensational­ 
ize.” Sometimes they concen­ 
trate on a few exciting bits 
from 
a news conference or 
event and omit much back­ 
ground material, he said. “ But 
they work so fast,” he com­ 
mented “They come back from 
covering something and they 
write it immediately” to meet 
deadlines without time to think 
about in-depth aspects, he not­ 
ed. 
Middle European newsmen 
'believe the public puts more 
trust "in the written word than 
in television,” in contrast to 
United States studies indicating 
that the public here puts most 
credence in television coverage 
of events. 
He said that only in the past 
few days has he detected a high 
pitch of public involvement in 
the upcoming election. 
Most 
Europeans "are much more 
aw are” of government, and pay 
more attention to foreign af­ 
fairs, he said. 
“ I was disappointed” in the 
lack of foreign coverage in 
most U.S. newspapers, he ex­ 
plained. He said he saw almost 
no in-depth analyses. 
Returning to Watergate, be 
said, “ in my opinion, it’s not 
the first time such tricks were 
used,” but. it was exposed more 
thoroughly 'in the press than 
earlier actions. 
Cocking Ms fingers like a. 
pistol, he asked, “Now, who’ll 
be the next target of the Ameri­ 
can Press?”

Gold Ownership 
May End Inflation 


ST ROUT IN WASHINGTON 


Any time after next Jan. 1 — 
pefhaps even sooner — a per­ 
son negotiating a loan at the 
bank may find that he is re­ 
quired to make payments in 
gold. Or an auto dealer may 
quote one price in gold and 
another price in currency. 
Next Jan. 1 — or sooner, if 
President Ford chooses to ad­ 
vance the date — gold owner­ 
ship will become legal in the 
Upited States for the first time 
since 1934. This is under a bill 
passed by Congress and signed 
by the president on Aug. 14. 
Dealers will offer gold bars. 
Banks will stock them. And 
hoarding gold will no doubt 
become popular in an inflation- 
ridden nation. 


THE EFFECTS on our econo­ 
my may be dramatic. 


•There is neither gold nor 
silver behind our present cur­ 
rency. The dollar bill (or $20 
b&], or $100 bill, or whatever) is 
merely the government’s prom­ 
ise to pay — in the form of 
another piece of paper, not in 
gold or silver. Even the coins 
used 'for small change, except 
for the penny, are merely to­ 
kens, for they do not contain 
the value in metal 
that is 
stamped on their faces. 
-The U. S. venture into fiat 
money started in the early days 
o f President Franklin D. Roos- 
evielt’s New Deal. By presiden­ 
tial proclamation, the nation 
abandoned the gold standard; 
and by congressional action, 
the ownership of gold was out­ 
lawed (with special exceptions, 
under limitations, for manufac- 
:uring jewelers and for coin 
:ollectors who were permitted 
:o- keep gold only in the form of 
:alns). 
President Roosevelt (or his 
advisers) pushed for the ban on 
gold ownership because they 
aad read history. They knew 
wfiat had happened on a pre­ 
vious occasion when the United 
States resorted to fiat money — 
the “greenbacks” issued during 
the Civil War. And they knew 
what had happened in other 
:o u n trie s 
— 
p a rtic u la rly 
Fcance. 


THE RESULTS of the fiat 
money 
experim ent 
by the 
French revolutionary govern­ 
ment were forcibly detailed by 
Andrew Dickson White, first 
Dresident of Cornell University, 
:n an essay first published in 
1912 and since widely reprinted. 
Briefly, this is the story: 
In 1789, the new French gov­ 


ernment was in financial dis­ 
tress. It was trying to prose­ 
cute 
a 
war amid domestic 
turmoil and economic collapse. 
So the National Assembly, 
urged on 
by 
“financial ex­ 
perts” of the day, authorized 
an issue of “ assignats,” or fiat 
paper money. This, argued the 
experts, would force hoarded 
specie into circulation. 
It did the opposite. And as 
the first issue of assignats was 
exhausted without curbing the 
rapidly escalating price infla­ 
tion, another and larger issue 
was authorized. And another. 
And another. Each became a 
further burden on the public 
debt — even as in the U.S.A. 
today. 
By 1795, a bushel of flour that 
had cost the equivalent of 40 
cents in 1790 cost the equivalent 
of $45. A cartload of wood went 
from $4 to $500. A pound of 
sugar went from 7 cents to $2. 
Etc. 


THE REIGN of fiat money 
was ended — as it has been in 
other countries since —by sim­ 
ply outlawing the entire 47,500,- 
000,000 francs of “assignats” 
and “mandats” and returning 
to specie payments. 
The effect was not as devas­ 
tating as it had been feared it 
would be, for there was a great 
deal of gold in hiding. It began 
to reappear when it became the 
sole medium of exchange. 
The experts of the New Deal 
believed they had found the 
answer missed by the experts 
of the French Republic: by 
outlawing private ownership of 
gold, they would avoid hoard­ 
ing and make it possible for the 
government to control inflation. 
They wanted a little inflation, 
for prices were badly de­ 
pressed in 1933. 
It might have worked, except 
that issuing fiat money is as 
viciously haoit-forming as tak­ 
ing dope. Wrhen one issue fails 
to do the job, a bigger issue is 
called for — as the French 
learned nearly two centuries 
ago. 


AS THIS IS written, gold is 
selling for about $160 an ounce 
on the international market. It 
no doubt will go higher when it 
becomes legal to own it in the 
United States. And it will not be 
surprising if some people, and 
some financial institutions, be­ 
gin demanding gold in pay­ 
ment. 
That may prove the way to 
end the inflation — a hard way, 
but there is no easy way.

Politicians Row, Judges Overrule Each Other 


While Pollution Pours Into Lake Superior 


By RICHARD L. STROUT 
Silver Bay, Minn., has a pollution 
problem: the tailings from its big tacon- 
ite (iron ore) plant form a delta 4,000 feet 
offshore and nearly a mile wide. 
These go into Lake Superior, the larg­ 
est freshwater body on earth. Its water is 
so pure that Duluth drinks it — or did 
drink it — without filtration. 
This, however, is not the immediate 
cause of the controversy that has gotten 
federal judges slapping each other down 
and that may go to the Supreme Court. 


ITS THE DISCOVERY that the wastes 
the Reserve Mining Co. (owned half-and- 


half by Republic Steel and Armco) has 
been dumping into Lake Superior for 20 
years contain miniscule asbestos fibers. 
They are showing up in drinking water in 
spots along Minnesota, Wisconsin, and 
Michigan shores. 
And U.S. Dist. Court Judge Miles W. 
Lord, who ordered the taconite plant shut 
down ionly to have it reopened two days 
later by a three-judge panel of the U.S. 
Court of Appeals), noted medical findings 
that asbestos fibers could cause cancer, 
and its effects may remain latent for 20 
to 30 years. 
The question facing Silver Bay is 
whether those disputing federal judges

will let the 120-car ore trains (maybe 
eight a day) come down from Babbit, 50 
miles north. They are laden with rocks 
the size of kitchen tables, which Silver 
Bay reduces to the fineness of the powder 
a woman uses on her nose. Then, just as 
a final touch, they are mixed with clay 
binder (called belomte) and turned into 
black pellets the size of cherry pits. 
Silver Bay sends the pellets on 750-foot 
ore boats down to the fiery furnaces of 
Cleveland. 
Processing of the rocks is done mostly 
by automation, with superintendents 
pushing buttons. About $100,000 in ma­ 
chinery is invested behind each worker. 


EACH DAY 'the process at Silver Bay 
dimped about 67,(100 tons of 'tailings, into 
.Lake Superior.. M'ost people thought the 
lake could 'take it; it is 350 miles long,, 160 
miles at the widest, and up to 1,333 feet 
deep. What fine drinking water it. made, 
and how fortunate' to have such a nice 
dumping place! 
The magazine Science (Oct. 4) estimat­ 
ed that the Silver Bay discharge is five 
times larger than 12,000 tons of solids 
entering the lake naturally each day 
from 200 rivers and from shoreline ero­ 
sion. The man-made delta extended slow­ 
ly from Silver Bay. C onservation's’ 
brought suit. 
Pollution abatement conferences and 
suits didn’t make much headway until 
the discovery of those asbestos fibers. 
'They showed up in 'the drinking water of 
Duluth and other communities. Then 
Judge Lord handed down his decision. 
He had read 18,000' pages of testimony 
with 1,600 exhibits from. 100 witnesses in 
a 1.39-day trial supposed to have cost $5' 
million for each side, He asserted that 
the Silver Bay company had shown ‘‘bad 
faith,” an accusation which the company 
ardently denied. 
He ruled that 200,000 people along the 
western arm of Lake Superior are endan­ 
gered by asbestos-like fibers from the 
reserve plant, and he abruptly ordered 
the plant closed — closed, that is until an 
on-land disposal basin is ready to take 
the taconite tailings. 
The company gloomily said this would 
take two years and cost $242 million. 


THE SHUTDOWN ORDER, issued last 
April, lasted only two days — until the 


U.S. Court of Appeals stay of the order. 
The Supreme Court refused to vacate 
the stay, temporarily at least. 
So now . . . 
The U.S. Department of Justice in a 
brief supports Judge Lord and comments 
acidly on the three-judge panel staying 
his decision. 
On Aug. 3 Judge Lord in a further 
memorandum supported his charge of 
‘‘bad faith.” 


POLITICIANS ARE taking sides or 
lying low: Senators Humphrey and Món­ 
dale of Minnesota, and Rep. John Baltnik 
of the Duluth area are keeping low 
profiles; the mayor of Duluth discounts 
the risk and drinks the water; a local 
broadcasting company maintains a well 
for the public; the city is making filtered 
water available at fire stations; Gov. 
Wendell R. Anderson and the Minnesota 
Pollution Control Agency are pushing the 
case against Reseve and asking $73 
million in penalties. 
That isn’t all. 
Pretty soon the full Eighth Circuit 
Court will review the stay of its three- 
judge panel, but three of the court’s eight' 
judges are disqualifying themselves — 
two own company stock, and a third is ill. 
Reversal seems unlikely. 
The United Steel Workers, which repre­ 
sents employees of the company, sides 
with the company. 
The states of Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
and Michigan have joined other plaintiffs 
against the company. 
The U.S. Justice Department is debat­ 
ing a move. 
Russell W. Peterson, chairman of the’ 
Council on Environmental Quality, urges^ 
Att. Gen. William Saxbe to intervene. 
Senators Philip A. Hart, D-Micb. and 
Gaylord Nelson, D-Wis. propose a legisla:, 
tive remedy.

THE SUPREME COURT decided origi­ 
nally, eight to one, not to intervene, but 
may conceivably do so now. 
Meanwhile, 67,000 tons of tailings daily 
enter the water, supposedly forming a 
turbid layer up to 37 miles wide, 3 miles 
long, and 100 to 300 feet deep. The 
citizens along the bank decide either to 
drink or not drink the water.

Gloomy Forecasts For Britain 
Based On Labor Irresponsibility 


Much is being written these days about 
Britain’s economic and political prob­ 
lems. British Islanders themselves and 
observers from other countries have been 
discussing the possibility that the prob­ 
lems will prove too much for the leader­ 
ship It is being suggested that “double 
digit” inflation may well destroy parlia­ 
mentary government and political de­ 
mocracy in the Mother of Parliaments 
and of individual human freedom. 
It is not within the capacity of anyone 
outside of Britain to disprove these 
gloomy appraisals. And any discussion of 
the subject must begin with the recogni­ 
tion that the British problem is matched 
in modem European history' only by that 
which destroyed the Weimar Republic 
and opened the way for the coming of 
Adolf Hitler to power m Germany. Can 
the British sustain such economic adver­ 
sity as brought down the Weimar Repub­ 
lic? 


ONE FEATURE of the subject can be 
pointed out which can make all the 
difference in the outcome. 
The gloomy forecasts and appraisals 
are based on a single assumption, which,

incline to think may be fallacious. That 
one key assumption is that the leaders of 
the great trade unions of Britain will now 
behave in an irresponsible manner and 
drive Britain into industrial collapse and 
financial bankruptcy. 


Let us consider the prospective behav­ 
ior of the leaders of the great, unions. 


First, there is no dnubt about the 
factual condition. The trade unions today 
are at the center of effective political 
power. The leaders of the major unions 
can, and do, dominate the political life o* 
Britain today just as much as the barons 
did after Runneymede, or the squirear­ 
chy in the days of George III, or the 
liberals under Gladstone. There has been 
another one of those decisive changes in 
the location of political power in Britain 
which has brought a new element into 
power. 


The decisive moment in the transfer of 
power to the union barons came last 
February. The Tories under the leader­ 
ship of Edward Heath decided to accept 
the challenge over the coal strike. They 
turned to the country for approval. The 
true issue in the election was whether to 
break the strike and assert the authority 
of Whitehall over the unions, and hence 
over wages. The country went to the polls 
- and rejected the Tory platform. The 
voters decided against a confrontation 
with the unions. The battle was over. 
The outcome of that battle decided the 
new focus of power. No longer could 
management use the ultimate sanction of 
the lockout. The party which represented 
management was repudiated for the par­ 
ty which is dominated by the unions. 


SO BRITAIN is at the point where Us 
fate and its future are as much in the 
hands of the union leaders as they were 
once m the hands of the bankers of the 
city, or of the industrial magnates of 
Manchester, or the merchants and pren­ 
tices of London under the Tudors, or of 
the feudal barons from Runneymede to 
the Wars of the Roses. 
In every one of the great transfers of 
power which have marked British histo­ 
ry, the new barons always started out 
with policies to the advantage of them­ 
selves and their retainers. 
The question is whether the selfishness 
of the new overlords will be pushed to the 
point of disaster for the whole communi­ 
ty. Will the trade union leaders overuse 
their victory, or will they recognize that 
they themselves are in the same commu­ 
nity with the overthrown bankers of the 
city and industrialists of the Midlands’ 
Power brings responsibility. Labor 
leaders have had power in Britain before 
and used it responsibly. Ernest Bevin 
proved this admirably in World War II. 
His nval, Aneurin Be van, underlined the 
lesson a dozen years later. 
It need not be assumed that the new 
wielders of political power in Britain will 
necessarily overuse that power to the 
point of disaster. The fact of power is a 
chilling and sobering fact Britain may 
discover that its new overloads will serve 
it at least as well as those other genera­ 
tions of overlords have often done in the 
past.

Court Approves 
Prisoner Suits 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Inmates who are in custody 
beyond their release date can 
sue for false imprisonment, the 
State Supreme Court ruled yes­ 
terday. 
In a 4-3 decision, the court 
said the decision meant that 
government officials could no 
longer invoke a state law that 
protects them from lawsuits by 
prisoners. 
Justice Mathew 0. Tobriner 
wrote the decision in the case of 
Jack Sullivan, who was held in 
a Los Angeles jail 12 days past 
the end of his 50-day drunk 
driving sentence. 
Tobriner said a man cannot 
be considered a prisoner once 
tos sentence has ended. In the 
case of Sullivan, the justice1 
said jail 'Officials had 'not "exer­ 
cised reasonable diligence” to 
getting him out of jail on time.

The president of Blue Shield 
of California yesterday denied a 
charge that his firm, the larg­ 
est health insurance company 
in the 'Country, spends more 
than 25 per cent of its income 
on administration. 
But Thomas C. Paton, in Ma­ 
nn to speak to the San Rafael 
Rotary Club, told the Independ­ 
ent-Journal that public hearings 
scheduled 'this month on certain 
aspects of Blue Shield’s opera­ 
tions “could be a messy thing. " 
Paton did not elaborate. 
A probe into Blue Shield's 
operations was touched off by a 
study of the firm; last year by 
the state Department of Insur­ 
ance, which does not ha ve juris­ 
diction over Blue Shield be­ 
cause 
it

“service" organization rather 
than an insurance business. 
Under stale law, Blue Shield 
is supposed to be regulated, by 
the attorney general, but he 
does not have authority to con­ 
trol rates nor the staff to handle

consumer com/plaints, accord­ 
ing to previously reported com­ 
plaints by Insurance Commis­ 
sioner Gleeson L. Payne. 


Public hearings are now 
scheduled in Los Angeles and 
San Francisco later this month 
for "further explanation" of 
Blue Shield operations. 
Paton said yesterday that the 
25-per cent administrative cost 
reportedly shown in the secret 
study of the firm is false. He 
said, overall, his company oper­ 
ates at a 5 per cent administra­

care and other governm ent 
health plans as well as private 
medical insurance. 
Further, Paton said, a charge 
of secrecy involving a computer 
contract made by the firm is 
false.

Paton called for a national 
commission, not composed of

for the nation’s health 
needs. 
He also called on his own 
industry to eliminate riders on 
insurance policies, extend cov­ 
erage to those laid off from 
work and to return a high rate 
of benefits to their customers. 
"The private health insur­ 
ance industry’ can shape up 
without government takeover,’’ j 
Paton said, predicting that na­ 
tional health insurance would 
mean a "real mess."

Women Broke Marin's Political Ice After World War II 


(Second of three articles on 
Marin women in politics.) 
By BETTY FROST 
A breakthrough in political 
recognition was achieved in the 
y e a rs im m ediately follow ing 
World War II. when three Ma­ 
rin women were elected to city 
council 
positions 
and 
subse­ 
quently becam e m ayors of their 
cities. 
The 
county's 
first 
woman 
m ayor was the late May Hax of 
Fairfax, elected in 1948. She 
had been elected to the council 
in 1946, after having served as 
a city planning commissioner. 
Mrs, Hax, who died, in 1968, was 
the m other of Independent- 
Jo u rn al 
p h o to grapher, 
Bob 
Hax. 
Carmel Booth was elected to 
the city council of San Anselmo 
in 1948 and was m ayor from 
1950 to 1952. She ran unsuccess­ 
fully for Marin County supervi­ 
sor in 1952 and again in 1956. 
She had 'been reelected to the 
San Anselmo Counci in 1954. 
Resigning .in a quarrel with 
other council m em bers in 1957, 
she regained her seat in 1958. 


ON AUG. 3, 1961, executive 
city editor Bryce W. Anderson, 
wrote in the Independent-Jour- 
nal, “ Mrs. Booth moved to Nice 
in Lake County after resigna­ 
tion last year from the San 
Anselmo city council, where 
her battles were legend.’’ Her 
preoccupation with economy in 
governm ent found expression in

her new- home when she was 
elected treasurer and tax col­ 
lector of .Lake County, first in 
1965, and subsequently reelect­ 
ed. 
The late Miriam Cummings 
became the first mayor of Mill 
Valley in 1952. She had been 
elected a council member in 
1950. Trained as a lawyer, Mrs. 
C um m ings felt com fortable 
with the legal terms used in 
ci t y 
o r d i n a n c e s 
a n d 
the 
processes of governm ent. She 
was named to the council, after 
a term on the planning comm is­ 
sion and after her service as 


mayor became city treasurer 
from 1956 to 1958. 
Those who came to elected 
office in Marin municipalities 
in the 1960’s agree that once the 
ice was broken it was easier for 
the next woman to be elected. 
Counciimen 
found 
that their 
first female colleagues were 
dedicated and hard-working — 
and usually tactful. 


IN THIS GROUP were Mar 
jorie Brady of Sausalito, Ida 
Scott of Belvedere, and Eliza­ 
beth Rodman of Mill Valley. 
The three1 took office in 1958'. 
Mrs. 
Brady and Mrs.. 
Scott 
w ere elected to four y ear 
term s. Mrs. Rodman, who had 
campaigned for the office and 
been defeated, was appointed to 
finish the unexpired term of 
councilman 
Robert R. Laug- 
head. 
When 
Col. 
B rookner 
W. 
Brady retired from the Army in 
1955', he and Mrs.. Brady chose 
Sausalito as their perm anent 
home. 
During her years as a service 
wife, traveling from one post to 
another, Mrs. Brady had been 
interested in education and had 
been a school board trustee at 
Fort Benning, Ga.. and again at 
Ankara. Turkey. Thrilled to be 
putting down roots in Sausalito, 
which she calls “the most won­ 
derful home anywhere in the 
world," the newcomer 'became 
active in, the community. 
She was 
asked to be the 


observer of city council pro­ 
ceedings for the Sausalito Wom­ 
an’s Club, a commitment that 
led to her candidacy and ap­ 
pointment on the council. 
In

I wondered 
how the men would accept me, 
and how much to express my­ 
self,” she recalled. At first she 
would make suggestions to an­ 
other council m em ber and let 
him initiate a proposal. Later 
she was more courageous a.tout 
expressing her own ideas. 


SHE FOUND the most diffi­ 
cult problem of being an elec­ 
tive officer was "learning bow 
to react to criticism ", and re­ 
solved it for herself by fa.king 
the approach of “'being honest 
with myself, listening to other 
viewpoints and expressing my 


o u t convictions.” In advising 
women to play a more im por­ 
tant part in government, Mrs. 
Scott would encourage them to 
find a way to deal with criti­ 
cism, which can be especially 
painful among neighbors in a 
small community. 


Beca ¡use her daughters were 
grown when she ran for office 
and her husband, “ Wallace al­ 
ways backed me up in whatev­ 
er I wanted to do", Mrs. Scott 
did not find civic duties disrup­ 
tive to family life. 


Once used to having a u-oman 
on the council, Belvedere citi­ 
zens went to the pools in 1962 to

ELIZABETH RODMAN of 
Mill Valley, also served on her 
city's planning commission be­ 
fore seeking elective office.

Hail, 
according to one of the clinic’s 
organizers, Marilyn Azevedo, 


As a result, a meeting is 
scheduled for Thursday, Nov. 
14. with the county rural health 
coordinator and 
m em bers of 
the West Marin community to 
discuss a year round program 
of clinics. 


Mrs. Azevedo and six other 
women in West Marin began 
working last April to secure 
ongoing medical attention for 
the 2,000 persons who live on 
the isolated dairy ranches on 
the coast from Bodega Bay to 
Point Reyes. There is no doctor 
in 
Dillon's 
Beach, 
Marshall, 
Bodega Bay or Tómales, ac­ 
cording to Mrs. Azevedo. 


The 
women 
petitioned 
the 
county for a once a month 
clinic, but received as a starter 
the pledge of one clinic this 
spring, one for fall. 
With the turnout at Wednes­ 
day’s clinic, Mrs 
Azevedo is 
hopeful that further clinics will 
result immediately. 
“ It was all done in a week 
and one half," she said. “ We 
sent 
notices 
home 
with 
the 
school children, posted flyers in 
the community 'post offices, and 
e n co u r a ged 
a rano u n ce m e n t. s 
from church pulpits. 1 personal­ 
ly drove notices to all the elder­ 
ly people in the community I 
could think of." 
Those who benefitted includ­ 
ed school 
children, 
who re­ 
ceived 
measles, 
rubella and 
DPT shots, school volunteers 
who received the tuberculosis 
tests required by law, and a 
great proportion of elderly' per­ 
sons receiving flu immuniza­ 
tions.

Snuggle Slippers

Now that we are liberating 
the world of women, we have 
also begun to shake up a few 
outdated concepts about furni­ 
ture and furnishings. 


One of my favorites is the old 
idea that a headboard is an 
absolute necessity in the well- 
designed bedroom. Headboards 
are leftovers from the old days 
wben the bed itself was a m at­ 
tress on coil springs, suspended 
on rails between a headboard 
and a footboard. Wben boxspr- 
ings were invented, it was an 
easy move to dump the foot­ 
board, sine* the bed had sud­ 
denly become an independent 
entity. 


Sloughing off the headboard 
was som ething else. H ead­ 
boards have remained a deco­ 
rating cliche for decades; in­ 
deed, they are still sold as part 
of a suite — two matching night 
tables, a bureau and a chest 
make this indestructible five 
piece band 
Maybe it’s because I lived 
happily without a headboard for 
the past eight years or maybe 
it’s beeua.se I like to individual­ 
ize space, but in any event I 
always like to try new options 
and alternates for headboards. 
In the master bedroom: of a 
house I designed, the room was 
low-ceilinged and square, need­ 
ing a strong verticle element to 
give it a feeling of height and 
accent. I designed a panel for a 
headboard, it’s actually a shal­ 


low box standing on one end, 
and supported between the ceil­ 
ing and the floor. 


I MADE the box of ]-by-4s. 
full height, with an 8-incfc 
frame on two sides, the whole 
panel set about 14 inches from 
the bed-wall. This frame makes 


it. possible to conceal a row of 
showcase light bulbs — the 12- 
inch-long variety — behind the 
panel at its outer edges, illumi­ 
nating the white wall on the 
right and the painting on the 
left. 
The 8-inch frame also is thick 
enough to conceal a shelf I built 


just over the bed; this is actual­ 
ly just anothr box, hung on the 
back of the frame of the panel, 
and makes a convenient stor­ 
age spot for books, art or a 
glass of water. I illuminated 
this from above so it works as 
an alternate reading light as 
well. 


'The entire panel, is 'Covered in. 
a charcoal grey linen; the fab­ 
ric gives a soft effect, but it is 
paperbacked for easier applica­ 
tion. 


If you’re very ambitious and 
like the idea of softness, you 
can actually upholster the panel 
by covering it first with a thir 
layer of foam or cotton padding 
and then actually covering this 
just as .vou would a sofa or 
chair, 
carrying the fabric 
around the sides to keep it 
stretched and smooth. 
I used the same dark color 
for wall-to-wall flat plush car 
pet, so there is continuity be­ 
tween wall and floor, giving a 
greater feeling of space to the 
room. 


THE SURROUNDING walls 
and the window are' treated as 
white surfaces, 
the contrast, 
brightened by the indirect light 
concealed! behind the panel. 
The boxspring itself is uphol­ 
stered in, the off-white cotton 1 
used for the spread. Simple 
tables, a lightly scaled chair 
and a black and white quilt 
continue 
the 
sim ple 
color 
scheme, the vertical panel be­ 
coming the headboard and the 
focal point in one easy step.

needs. 
Daily food intake for the diet 
is 1200 calories, but the dieter 
does not have to count the 
calories. By having six protein, 
three fruit, two dairy'- three fat 
and five bread shares a day the 
dieter will receive the designat­ 
ed amount of calories. .An. un­ 
limited amount of vegetables is 
allowed. 
Sample 
shares are 
protein, 'beef, veal, lamb, pork 
and liver, one ounce; fruit, one 
small apple; dairy, skim milk, 
one cup; fat, butter or m argar­ 
ine, one teaspoon; and bread, 
one small dinner roll. 
The diet allows for substitu­ 
tion, for example one bread 
share can be substituted by a 
doughnut by omitting one fat 
share 
The diet also allows crediting 
shares from day to day. 
“ If you are going to a party, 
and you have used all of your 
shares for the day you can 
borrow them from the next 
day,” Dr. Solomon said, “ or 
you can save them from the 
previous day, as long as they 
balance out."' 


IN THE book. Dr. Solomon 
offers, a special diet for “ car- 


bobolics,” persons who have 
excessive cravings for sweets. 
"You will know if you are this 
type of person if you get a 
terrible craving for sweets and 
one piece won’t satisfy,” Dr. 
Solomon said. “ If you fall into 
that category you get shaky' 
and irritable after you have 
eaten sweets," 
The easy no-risk diet for ear* 
boholics differs from, the basic 
diet by dropping the intake of 
carbohydrates. 
Other diets in the book are 
the mini diet for working people 
who won’t take time to diet and 
a diet for people who want to 
gain weight. 
The book also offers recipes, 
suggestions for strengthening 
will power to stay on the diet, 
offers alternatives to dieting, 
such as bypass surgery’ for 
“ morbid obesity” and many 
case histories. 
Weight loss on the diet should 
be between five and ten pounds 
a month, slow enough minimize 
the amount of wrinkling, Dr.

NEW YORK (UP!) - “ Di­ 
vorce is not the healthiest thing 
a couple can do. It may end. up

This strong comment against 
dissolution of marriage in a 
country where divorce is in­ 
creasing steadily comes from 
Dr Sonya Friedman, psycholo­ 
gist and marriage counselor. 
But if a couple is determined 
to end the marriage, she would 
like to see it “phased out.” This 
delay would give the children 
time to grow up and would give 
the wife, who most likely has no 
experience at making a living, 
a chance to develop a means of 
support... For she can't always 
depend on a husband for ali­ 
mony and child support. 


MRS FREIDMAN said that 
although some 34 million wom­ 
en are in the labor force, this 
still is a nation where the man 
usually is the major breadwin­ 
ner. 
Self sufficiency thus is funda­ 
mental for the woman, said the 
counselor, who lives with her 
physician husband.

the November edition of Family 
Circle magazine. 
Months m advance of First 
Lady Betty Ford's bout with 
breast cancer. Family Circle 
commissioned Selwa Roosevelt 
to write a piece considering 
how much surgery is excessive 
and how much necessary for 
maximum success in stopping 
the spread of cancer.

During a modified radical mas­ 
tectomy operation, performed 
at the Cleveland Ginic, “sur­ 
geons removed all the breast 
tissue, some nodes and some 
overlying skin, but left enough 
healthy skin to reconstruct a 
new breast at a later date.” 
The nipple was preserved and 
placed as a free graft on the 
lower abdomen. 
“Six months after this first 
operation, a plastic surgeon re­ 
constructed .. . .(theL 
. breast 
with a. silicone implant." Two 
days in the hospital were in­ 
volved. Two to three months 
after author Roosevelt viewed 
the results of this dramatic 
operation, 
the 
nipple 
was 
scheduled to be replaced. 
As the magazine points out, 
this surgery .is too new to yield 
statistics regarding the likeli­ 


hood of a recurrence of cancer. 
That there are risks should be 
understood 
.Aso, it is noted 
that certain favorable factors 
must, exist in order for the 
operation to be considered — 
“ the nipple can be saved only 
when it is at least 24 centime­ 
ters from the cancer; there 
must be sufficient healthy skin 
left to reconstruct the breast; 
and it is used only on. those 
patients who are not candidates 
for a partial mastectomy (re­ 
moval of the cancer and at 
least an inch of apparently 
healthy breast tissue around it) 
or who would prefer not to have 
all the breast tissue removed."

SAN FRANCISCO - Petalu­ 
ma artist Robert McChesney’s 
40-year restrospective exhibit 
at the San Francisco Art Com­ 
mission Gallery represents a 
compendium of stylistic influ­ 
ences that is a virtual history’ of 
American art of the 20th Centu­ 
ry. 


And in his own development

Sausalito Man

Tam Board Looks To Priorities

Calls for speedy progress and 
forecasts of grim decisions 
dominated the discussion last 
night as the Tamalpais High 
School District board struggled 
with program, staffing and fis­ 
cal planning. 
The study is supposed to tell 
the hoard where it can cut 
corners to' meet the financial 
demands of inflation, shrinking 
enrollment and the limit on 
expenditures imposed by state 
law. 
“ We’re going to have to set 
some priorities, make some 
value choices,” warned Supt. 
Robert D. Torrey. 
As if to underscore the point, 
Business 
Director Frank A. 
Cassou presented a detailed, 
three-year budget projection 
showing a need for $840,000 .in 
program cuts in fiscal 1976-77 — 
“a tragic wallop” which would 
mean either slashing classroom 
expenditures by that much, or 
elimina ting' 46 teachers. 
Torrey 'unveiled a revised 
plan for conducting the study, a 


product of deliberations last 
week with teachers, principals 
and staff. His previous plan 
was criticized by teachers' or­ 
ganizations who 'did .not want to 
participate in planning which 
might result in recommending 
job cuts. 
Torrey's new plan put teach­ 
ers in a consulting role. It was 
criticized by 'the principals of 
Redwood, Sir Francis Drake 
and Tamalpais high schools — 
Donald E. Kreps, Jack Hayes 
and James Hanretty — as con­ 
fusing. They agreed, however, 
to go along with it so the study 
could proceed. 
Under the plan, most study 
would be done by an “adminis­ 
trative design group” con­ 
sisting of Torrey, his office and 
the principáis. The board’s re­ 
action would be solicited at 
several stages. 
The study is to be completed 
by Jan. 20, Torrey said. Trustee 
Jerrold M. Lader questioned 
that date, saying, “from what 
we already know from having 
been through this thing before, 


we probably could have most of 
the information tomorrow after­ 
noon.” 
A speaker from the audience 
agreed with Lader,, saying 
teachers facing the ax would be

Augmented by a fringe-like val­ 
ance of metal staples and two 
sp.iint.ered windshields, the cen­ 
ter portion of “ Bones 28” be­ 
comes a sculptural icon of ver­ 
tebrae, hip bones, collar bones, 
and femurs. Their curvilinear 
outlines shape the surrounding 
black area like cursive writing. 
McChesney’s “Yermo” paint­ 
ings — Spanish for “ wilder­ 
ness” — are based on his expe­ 
riences in the desert wilderness 
of the American southwest and 
in Mexico. His symbolism in 
these paintings is intended to- 
imply “where man has been.” 
Broad bands of red and black 
intersect and balance masses of 
white and tab-like designs in 
“ Yermo Rojo 9,” while “ Yermo 
Rojo 14” creates a phosphores­ 
cent glow of green by joining 
hansa yellow alongside tour- 
quoise blue in bits of imagery 
reminiscent of cattle-branding 
stamps. 
McChesney has 'been called 
“a strongly individual artist.” 
Since 1954 his work has been 
shown in museums and galler­ 
ies across the United States, 
and in Mexico, in the Third Sao 
Paulo Biennial in Brazil., and at 
Expo 70, Osaka. He is in the 
permanent 
collection of the 
Whitney Museum in New York, 
the Art Institute of Chicago, 
and at the San Francisco and 
Oakland museums.

Children given to temper tan­ 
trums can’t all be treated alike. 
While some need coddling, oth­ 
ers have to be restrained to 
prevent injury to self and oth­ 
ers. 
Indeed, 
most m others 
should play each tantrum by 
ear. 
While the don't-care approach 
has defimte merit, it can back­ 
fire if the child goes into a 
more violent rage. But it cer­ 
tainly is worth a try’, as many 
youngsters stop fussing when 
they realize they are not play­ 
ing to an audience.

His father, 
Robert Clark O’Bryan, told po­ 
lice at the time his son had 
begged to be allowed one treat 
before going to bed. 


"We and the district attor­ 
ney’s office felt there was suffi­ 
cient evidence at this time for a 
charge to be filed,” police Cap­ 
tain R. E. Rhodes said. "There 
is no further comment at this 
time as we are still rounding up 
loose ends.” 


Rhodes, sitting by assistant 
Harris Coumy District Attorney 
Michael Hinton, refused to say 
when O'Bryan had been arrest­ 
ed or what led to the arrest, 
other than that the charges 
followed an exhaustive investi­

Offense Spotty In 
Victory Over 49ers 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - How good are the 
Los Angeles Rams? 
It’s hard to tell because their offense is spotty, 
but there is nothing wrong with the Rams’ 
defense, and that’s where you win ball games. 


Last night, the Rams did -------------------------------------------- 
everything nearly letter perfect 
and while their offense' generat­ 
ed only 303 yards, the defense 
held the San Francisco 49ers to 
266' for a 15-13 victory in the 
National Football League’s na­ 
tionally televised game of the 
week. 


True the Rams went into the 
game as 14-point favorites, 
which in retrospect was an 
outrageous overlay, even 
against a San Francisco team 
that had lost five in a row and 
was having quarterback prob­ 
lems. 
But James Harris, now the 
No. 
1 quarterback with the 
trade of John HadI, proved 
good enough for the second 
week in a row, doing exactly as 
his coach dictated while guiding 
the 
Rams to their fourth 
straight victory. 
It also was Los Angeles's 
ninth in a row over San Fran­ 
cisco and it snapped a Monday 
night jinx that had seen the 
home team win or tie for 21 
consecutive weeks going back 
through the 1973 season. 
“It was as fine a team effort 
as I have seen,’* said Chuck 
Knox in admiration of his 
Rams, who now lead the Na­ 
tional Football 'Conference West 
by three games with six to go. 
“We made all the big plays 
when 
we 
needed 
them 
the 


most.” 
Linebacker Isiah Robertson 
made perhaps the biggest one 
of all when he spoiled Norm 
Snead’s San Francisco debut by 
picking off a pass with minutes 
left to play. 


The Los Angeles offense, 
starting on the San Francisco 
49, did a fine job of eating up 
the clock the rest of the way 
and was on the verge of another 
score when time finally ran out. 
Robertson did a good job of 
“reading’’ Snead on his big 
pass interception. 
The 49ers, trailing by only 
two points, recovered a fumble 
by Larry McCutcheon on their 
own 42. with a little more than 
four minutes remaining. All 
they needed to do was move the 
ball 30 yards for a winning field 
goal try but on the first play 
from scrimmage, 
a running 
piav. the 49ers were caught 
holding. 
With the ball back on the 32, 
Snead, who had taken over for 
rookie Tom Owen at the start of 
the second half, was forced to 
pass, and the .Los .Angeles de­ 
fense wras set for him. They put 
on a big rush as Robertson 
faded back with wide receiver 
Gene 'Washington. 
Forced out of the pocket, 
Snead hurried his throwF and 
Robertson grabbed it in front of

SAN FRANCISCO — “We had the opportunities 
to win it.” 
The words were spoken quietly >y 49er head 
coach Dick Nolan minutes after last night’s 15-13 
victory of the Los Angeles Rams over his 49ers. 
A few* feet away the players were saying the 
same thing, but they weren’t usin? words to 
convey the message. Instead it was said on the 
expressions of their faces, the slow movement to 
and from the shower room, the quietm ss of it all. 
It goes down in the record book as j ist another 
in the long list of Ram victories over the 49ers. In 
the last 15 games between the two toams, San 
Francisco has won just once. But this time it 
looked as if the 49ers were going to d > it. They 
were going to snap this hex held by the I ams, and 
they were not going to do it by th? use of 
witchcraft. They were going to do i 
on the 
strength of old Norman Snead's arm, the arm that 
has been throwing National Football League 
passes for 14 years. 
Snead, the 35-year-old quarterback who came to 
the 49ers in trade from the New York Gknts two 
weeks ago, got his first chance in a San Francisco 
uniform. He came in for the second half ii relief 
of rookie Tom Owen, the 49ers trailing at the time, 
12-3. 


MOST EVERYTHING Snead did was a plus. He 
passed to his wide receivers and when they were 
covered he dumped otf short passes to running 
back Larry Schreiber. He threw a 39-yard touch­ 
down pass to Gene Washington who made a 
sensational diving catch deep in the end zone in 
the final quarter. In the third quarter his passing 
set up a 31-yard field goal by Bruce Gossett. 
But there was one minus in the final quarter. 
And it was a rather large minus — an intercep­ 
tion. He made a rookie mistake of trying to pass 
off balance and it killed all chances of the 49ers 
pulling this one out. 
Washington’s touchdown and Gossett’s point 
after had brought the 49ers to within two points of 
the Rams with almost seven minutes still remain­ 
ing in the game. Then, five plays later, there was 
a fumble by L. A.’s Lawrence McCutcheon and 
San Francisco linebacker Dave Wilcox recovered. 
The stage was set: San Francisco had the ball on 
its 42-yard line and had four minutes and 24 
seconds to work for a winning field goal. 


ON THE FIRST play after that, Wilbur Jackson 
tried to swing around left end and gained three 
yards, but wait! There’s a holding penalty called 
against tight end Ted Kwalick and now the 49ers 
were faced with a first and 20 from their own 32. 
Snead dropped back and was forced to roll to his 
left. There was plenty of open field in front of him 
but he decided to throw to Washington. His pass 
was a good seven yards short and into the arms of 
linebacker Isiah Robertson. That was the last time 
San Francisco had its hands on the ball, Los 
.Angeles using up the dock with successful running 
plays. 
“I threw it off balance,” Snead said to the 
questioning writers. “1 was moving to my left and 
didn’t get set. It was not a well thrown pass.” 
Washington said he had gotten behind Robertson 
and was in the dear. He didn’t question Snead’s 
decision to pass instead of run. “I was in the open, 
the ball just didn’t get there,” he said. 


IN FAIRNESS to Owen, who completed just four 
of 12 passes to 11 of 17 for Snead, it should be 
pointed out the 49ers’ pass protection was terrible 
that first half, leading to Owen being sacked four 
times and hurrying many of his passes. It was 
much improved the second half. It was as if the 
offensive linemen said, “Hey, we’ve got a real 
veteran pro back there now. Let’s show that we’re 
pros, too.” 
Although Nolan isn’t announcing it yet, it's a 
sure thing Snead will be at quarterback Sunday in 
Dallas. He’ll be the fifth 49er quarterback to start 
a regular season game this year.

Why Attendance 
Is Down In NFL 


By ASSOCIATED PRESS- 
The fans who packed Nation­ 
al Football League stadiums in 
record numbers last year are 
.staying away m ever-increasmg 
numbers this time around. 
More than 81,000 ticket-hold- 
ers for games last Sunday de­ 
cided they had better things to 
do than use those ducats, pro­ 
ducing the largest number of 
no-shows this season. 
A variety of factors are re­ 
sponsible for the decrease in 
attendance, with an average 
drop around the league of about 
4.000 fans per game from last 
year’s record average of 58.961. 
And decreased attendance also 
means loss of potential revenue 
from parking and concessions. 
One major factor apparently 
was the strike called by the 
NFL Players Association. With 
veterans manning the picket 
lines and rookies and free' 
agents taking their places on 
the playing fields, the average 
attendance at 78 pre-season 
games was 3f ,653, down about 
18.000 or 33' per cent, according 
to NFL figures. NFL owners 
claimed a cumulative $12 mil­ 
lion in losses during the presea- 
son The losses, although not as 
large, are significant nonethe­ 
less and have continued into the 
regular season 
Also cutting into NFL attend­ 
ance was the presence of the 
World Football League, which 
has considerable problems of

Huge Striper Run 
Attracts Anglers 


Such fishing you’ve never seen! A large run of 
stripers of ail sizes has been feeding in the area of 
South Hampton Shoals, located between the east­ 
ern end of Angel Island and Berkeley. Sunday 
there were probably 700 to 1,000 boats out there 
with almost everyone aboard catching fish. 
The fish telegraph their pres­ 
ence by chasing bait fish to the 
surface Of the hay and 'thereby 
attracting birds by the thou­ 
sands. Most of the fishermen 
are trolling red headed jigs; 
some of them just 'drift and cast 
from the boat close to where 
the birds are working. One fish­ 
er gal told me that she had nine 
fish on in 25 minutes; twice she 
had two fish on at the same 
time when she trolled two lures. 
There have been some 40-poun­ 
ders taken; the average fish 
probably runs about 10 pounds. 
And the weather has been gen­ 
erally good with the bay waters 
calm 
Best fishing tides have 
been the outgoing. 


With the buck season such a 
tough one for most everyone, 
lots of the hunters have been 
going out of the state for their 
buck. My old hunting buddy, 
Howard Leach from Sacramen­ 
to, went to Nevada this year. 
He and three friends brought 
home forn* bucks, this week. He1 
said he saw 17 other small 
forked horns. Even Enos Fos­ 
ter. my neighbor, has left Cali­ 
fornia this week for an out-of- 
state buck hunt. He had spent a 
week at Beiber in Lassen Coun­ 
ty without seeing any horns. 


RICH ONGARO of Woodacre 
went to Idaho .alter spending a 
fruitless 10 days at Ravendale. 
He brought back a buck; the 
fellow with him an elk. Lee 
Richardson of Inverness thinks 
that we deer hunters had better 
start a Buck’s Unlimited Club. 
He feels 
that the club just 
getting together with their dol­ 
lars could start by buying par­ 
cels of winter deer range. I 
think his idea is good; winter 
deer ranges seem to be the 
crux of the survival of many of 
California's deer herds. The De­ 
partm ent of Fish and Game has 
taken some action on this by 
making purchases of some win­ 
ter deer range this past month. 
It’s something to think about. 


I was assigned to 'work at 
Joyce Island near Suisun Bay 
on ducks opening day there last 
Saturday. Lots of limits taken 
by the 100 or so hunters who 
were lucky enough to draw 
reservations for the opening. 
The word was out that people 
without 
reservations 
were 
"sneaking” into the area by 
using boats, hiding them in the 
tules along Montezuma Slough, 
and gaining an illegal entrance 
this way. Quite a number of

'Funnies' Still Mirror, 
Help Mold Our Society

- Most 
Americans can probably recall 
a time in their lives when the 
first section of the Sunday pa­ 
per they reached for was “the 
funnies.” Comics, whether in 
the form of the strips, books, or 
cartoons are an indigenous 
American art form comparable 
to folk ' rt and jazz and a direct 
sourc. of "pop art." 
Not o n ly have they mirrored 
our society since their inception 
around the turn of the century 
but helped to mold it through 
their influence on the young 
people and adults who faithfully 
read them. 
Comics, a form of visual nar­ 
rative, are often regarded as a 
precursor of film and televi­ 
sion, and the filmmakers Fed­ 
erico Fellini, Orson Welles, and 
.Alain Resnais have acknowl­ 
edged their indebtedness. 
Film and television have not 
succeeded in replacing them, 
however, and such classics as 
“ Mutt and Jeff" and “ The 
Katzenjammer Kids" have sur­ 
vived into the present. 
As for comic hooks, those 
that were most popular with the 
“older generation,” tend to be 
the ones read most avidly to­ 
day: “ Superman," “ Batman," 
and “Captain America." Even 
though the artists change and 
the times change, the charac­ 
ters seem to have become part 
of our American mythology, 
our indispensable gods and he­ 
roes 
or 
perhaps 
just our 
friends. 
Comic strips became a major 
source of competition between 
newspapers, with such giants 
as William! Randolph Hears! 
and Captain Joseph Patterson 
devoting an amazing portion of 
their energies to bargaining for 
each other's writers and culti­ 
vating new ones. 
There are signs that however 
funny the comics remain, they 
are being taken more and more 
scnously. Comics conventions 
are held every year all over the 
country, and in the New York 
area alone there were three 
exhibitions of cartoon art, on 
display this fall. 
Moreover, a Museum of Car- I 
toon Art opened in August in 
Greenwich, Conn. The first of 
its kind, the museum is dedicat­ 
ed to the preservation and exhi­ 
bition of cartoon art.

Krazy Kat. the sweet- 
tempered cat who harbors an 
unrequited love for the irascible 
Mouse Ignatz, and Little Nemo, 
the toy who has wild surrealis­ 
tic dreams, find their closest 
parallels 
today in Charles 
Schulz’s “ Peanuts" and Walt 
Kelly's “ Pogo” but really in­ 
habit, like the characters in 
fairy tales, a world entirely 
their own. 
Today's comic strips are gen­ 
erally more sophisticated psy-

chologically and politically than 
those of the past. 
Although their artist-writers 
often have to work under un­

Minnesota, N. Dakota 
Farmers Dump Livestock 


PILLAGER, Minn. ÍUPD - 
Minnesota and North Dakota 
farmers lined up their cattle, 
bogs and sheep at a large 
trench yesterday and then shot 
them down to publicize high 
production costs and low mar­ 
ket prices for livestock. 


“We don’t like to do this but 
it will keep happening until 
farmers receive production 
costs and reasonable living 
costs from their animals,” said j1 
Harold Gollner, a. rural Motley, i 
Minn., farmer. 


But the National Farmers’ 
Organization has come up with 
what it calls a “humane alter­ 
native" to the wanton slaugh­ 
ter, and Louisville, Ky., resi­ 
dents 
were 
the 
first 
beneficiaries of the program. 


The NFO gave away live 
calves to persons who pledged 
they lived in Louisville and : 
promised to' feed and, maintain 
the animals for at least, six - 
months. 


Farmers laughed as the city 
dwellers struggled to drag ob­ 
stinate calves to new city 
homes. 


“This is the most fun I’ve had 
in a long time," said one on­ 
looker. 


But. in Pillager, 'the mood was 
grim and determined. 


Gollner, who has about 70 
head of cattle, did most of the 
shooting while others threw the 


carcasses into a lO-foot-deep 
trench, on 'the David Ondris 
farm six 'miles east, of here in 
Central Minnesota. 


By the end of the day, 269 
bead of cattle, 36 bogs and 
several sheep had been shot 


and buried. The cattle included 
two dairy cows and 50 head of 
older 
stock. 
The rest were 
calves. 


Virgil Barg, a rural Motley 
farmer who owns about .300' 
stock cows, said the slaughter 
was aimed at shocking' the 
MTiite House into realizing the 
plight of farmers.

said 
farmers need to 
make $250 per calf to stay in 


business but 
he 
was 
being 
forced to take $125. 


Gollner called for the firing of 
Agriculture Secretary Earl 
Butz and imposing a ceiling on 
meat prices, with the federal 
government guaranteeing farm­ 
ers production and .living' costs. 
The slaughter was done inde­ 
pendently and not connected 
with the NFO, which sponsored 
a calf kill last month in Cuba 
City, Mis.
